MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  CHILDREN  IN  SCHOOLS 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1917.

Prefatory  Remarks.  I  have  the  honour  herewith  to  present 
the  Tenth  Annual  Report  on  the  Medical  Inspection  of  Children, 
except  where  stated  otherwise,  in  the  Public  Elementary  Schools 
of  the  Administrative  County  of  Northampton,  exclusive  of  those 
situated  in  the  Urban  District  of  Kettering,  where  elementary 
education  is  administered  separately.  The  period  covered  by  the 
report  is  the  year  1917. 
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(a)  Staff.  No  changes  have  to  be  recorded  in  respect  of  the 
staff,  which  was  the  same  as  for  the  year  1916. 

(b)  Treatment  of  Blind,  and  Deaf  and  Dumb  Children. 
Particulars  are  submitted  herewith  in  tabular  form  respecting  the 
Institutional  Treatment  of  Children  who  have  been  found  to  be 
wholly  Blind  or  Deaf  and  Dumb.  It  appears  that  38  children 
were  under  treatment  during  part  or  the  whole  of  the  year,  of 
whom  two  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  were  new  cases.  Three  Blind 
children  were  withdrawn  during  the  year,  as  were  also  three 
Deaf  and  Dumb  children,  on  reaching  the  age  of  16  years.  One 
Deaf  and  Dumb  child  was  withdrawn  owing  to  ill  health,  she 
being  subject  to  epileptic  fits.  There  were  thus  31  children  left 
under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(c)  Physical  Training  Classes.  Mr.  J.  L.  Holland,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Education  Committee,  has  informed  me  that  the 
causes  to  which  were  attributed  in  my  last  report  the  falling  off 
in  the  number  of  Evening  Schools,  and  the  consequent  reduction 
in  the  number  of  Physical  Training  Classes,  continued  to  be 
operative,  and  in  the  circumstances  it  may  be  regarded  as  satis¬ 
factory  that  the  number  of  Classes  shows  an  increase  of  one  as 
compared  with  the  Session  of  1916-17.  Of  the  14  Classes  which 
are  being  held  this  Session  at  Schools  in  the  following  places — 
Higham  Ferrers,  Irthlingborough,  Kettering,  Rothwell,  and 
Wellingborough — all  but  one  are  for  women  and  girls.  The 
attendance  varies,  but  on  the  average  is  rather  more  than  14, 
which  may  be  regarded  as  fair.  One  of  the  Classes  at  Welling¬ 
borough  is  attended  by  Elementary  School  teachers  wishful  to 
increase  their  efficiency  as  teachers  of  the  subject  in  their  Schools  ; 
this  class,  under  a  highly  qualified  instructress,  is  very  successful. 

(d)  Provision  of  Buildings.  No  new  Schools  were  erected 
during  the  year  1917,  nor  were  any  extensive  reconstructions  or 
additions  taken  in  hand.  The  Committee  acquired  a  large  private 
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house,  standing  in  its  own  grounds,  at  Kettering,  as  annexe  to 
the  Kettering  Girls’  High  School,  which  was  seriously  overcrowded. 
This  building  is  being  fitted  to  accommodate  the  younger  pupils, 
the  alterations  however  being  of  quite  minor  importance,  and  is 
Tecognised  provisionally  by  the  Board  of  Education  as  affording 
accommodation  for  80  scholars.  It  is  expected  that  the  Brackley 
Medical  Inspection  Room  will  be  brought  into  use  very  shortly. 

(e)  Provision  of  Spectacles.  In  regard  to  the  arrangements 
made  in  January,  1916,  for  the  examination  of  defective  vision 
cases,  Dr.  Harries  Jones  saw  252  children,  viz.,  45  at  Northampton, 
108  at  Wellingborough,  48  at  Kettering,  28  at  Daventry,  and 
23  at  Oundle.  In  7  of  these  cases  no  glasses  were  ordered.  All 
the  other  children,  with  the  exception  of  two,  have  obtained 
spectacles,  the  two  in  question  paying  for  them  by  instalments 
which  were  not  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  During  the 
year  39  applications  for  assistance  towards  the  payment  of  the 
examination  fee  and  cost  of  spectacles  were  considered.  In 
21  cases  the  examination  fee  was  remitted  ;  in  4  cases  the 
examination  fee  and  part  of  the  cost  of  spectacles  was  excused  ; 
in  one  case  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  child  and  parent  were 
remitted  ;  and  in  1 1  cases  no  charge  for  examination  or  provision 
of  spectacles  was  made.  In  respect  of  2  of  the  applications  the 
Committee  made  no  reduction.

Extent  of  Medical  Inspection.  At  the  commencement  of  the 
year  the  Schools  at  Wellingborough,  Finedon,  and  Irthlingborough 
were  fully  inspected,  i.e.,  children  of  all  ages  were  seen.  Subse¬ 
quently,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of  Education  Inspector, 
the  inspections  were  limited  to  children  of  12  years  of  age  or  over 
and  such  other  children  as  were  considered  to  be  in  need  of 
attention.  These  latter  have  been  divided  into  “  Specials  ”  and 
"  Re-examinations.”  There  were  in  all  1,112  Specials  and  1,406 
Re-examinations.  The  parents  of  52 '7  per  cent,  of  the  children 
inspected  attended,  as  against  57  6  per  cent,  in  the  year  1916. 
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The  following  table  shows  on  the  plan  of  previous  years,  the 
full  number  of  the  public  elementary  school  children  who  were  newly 
examined  during  the  year  1917,  arranged  in  age-groups  irrespective 
of  sex,  together  with  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  year  1916,.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  newly  examined 
compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  the  year  1916,  and  this 
was  due  to  the  economy  of  time  secured  through  the  non- 
examination  of  many  entrants  in  the  earlier  age-groups.

*  In  areas  where  routine  inspections  have  been  suspended  and  the  “  ailing  children  ”  basis 
adopted,  the  number  of  children  inspected  should  be  entered  in  column  3. 
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Heights  and  Weights.  The  facts  as  to  the  heights  and  weights 
of  the  children  examined  in  1917,  in  respect  of  both  sexes  and  also 
of  the  combined  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  respectively,  are 
shown  in  Tables  III.  and  VI.  at  the  end  of  this  report.  In  spite 
of  some  variations  from  the  record  shown  for  the  5^ear  1916,  the 
averages  obtained  for  1917  are  not  unfavourable  ;  but  the  weights 
of  the  children  are  generally  nearer  the  anthropometric  standard 
in  the  Urban  than  in  the  Rural  areas. 

Return  of  Defects.  Under  date  the  10th  January,  1918,  the 
Board  of  Education  issued  a  letter  requesting  the  inclusion  of 
certain  Tables  in  the  report,  as  set  out  in  Appendix  G.  of  the 
Report  for  1916  of  the  Board’s  Chief  Medical  Officer.  Table  1. 
has  been  given  already  ;  it  now  remains  to  insert  Table  II.  in  the 
new  abbreviated  form  as  supplied  by  the  Board.  This  table  is 
not  informative  as  to  the  rate  of  disease  incidence,  but  is  intended 
evidently  to  show,  with  the  other  Tables  IV.  and  V.,  the  pro¬ 
portions  between  treatment  and  ascertained  defects  requiring 
remedy.  In  supplement,  therefore,  of  Table  II.  the  following 
remarks  are  added  in  respect  of  the  defects  found  among  the 
Entrants  and  Leavers,  in  conformity  with  the  plan  of  previous 
reports,  and  based  on  the  facts  shown  in  Table  VII.  at  the  end  of 
the  Report. 

(a)  Clothing  and  Cleanliness.  The  rates  for  satisfactory 
Clothing  and  Footgear  were  exceptionally  good,  the  percentages 
being  99  54  and  99 '34  respectively.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
same  cannot  be  said  in  respect  of  Cleanliness  of  Body  or  of  Head, 
the  percentage  of  the  former  being  only  95  95  as  against  96 '36 
in  the  year  1916,  and  of  the  latter  89.65  as  against  89'34  in  1916. 
The  rate  of  uncleanliness  of  head  among  the  girl  leavers  was 
marked,  being  16 '0  per  cent.,  as  against  15 '7  per  cent, 
in  1916,  12'8  per  cent  in  1915,  and  9'4  per  cent,  in  1914.  This 
evidence  of  carelessness  or  indifference  undoubtedly  calls  for 
prompt  attention  in  the  interest  of  the  schools  as  well  as  of  the 
scholars  themselves.

(b)  Nutrition.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  returns  as 
to  nutrition  were  good  ;  there  was  no  instance  of  “  bad  ”  nutrition, 
and  fhe  rate  for  “  below  normal  ”  was  only  4.02  per  cent.,  while 
the  rate  for  excellent  and  normal  nutrition  amounted  to  95*98 
per  cent.  When  the  economic  conditions  of  the  year  are  taken 
into  consideration,  these  returns  may  well  be  regarded  with 
satisfaction. 

(c)  Nose  and  Throat.  The  results  of  the  examinations  in 
1917,  in  respect  of  naso-pharyngeal  defects,  are  distinctly  more 
favourable  than  those  for  the  two  preceding  years.  The  total 
rate  of  freedom  from  defects  was  82 ‘83  per  cent.,  as  against  76*81 
per  cent,  in  1916  and  68*74  per  cent,  in  1915.  There  is  no  evidence 
as  to  the  effect  that  the  regular  cultivation  of  breathing  exercises 
has  had  in  the  production  of  this  result,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt 
of  the  important  influence  of  such  training  on  the  health  of 
children  and  in  the  rendering  them  less  prone  to  naso-pharyngeal 
obstruction.  The  number  of  noticeable  mouth-breathers  in  1917 
was  found  to  be  at  the  rate  of  2*83  per  cent.,  as  against  3*81  per 
cent,  in  1916,  and  4*62  per  cent,  in  1915  ;  while  the  rate  of  the 
total  tonsillar  enlargement  was  14*18  per  cent.,  as  against  19.81 
per  cent,  in  1916,  and  of  the  existence  of  adenoids  5*47  per  cent., 
as  against  10*29  per  cent,  in  1916.  It  is  important  to  note,  in  this 
connection,  that  the  estimation  of  these  defects  in  the  years 
quoted  was  made  by  the  same  medical  observer. 

(d)  External  Eye  Disease.  There  was  less  evidence  in 
1917  of  eye  trouble  than  in  previous  years,  the  amount  of 
blepharitis  or  inflammation  of  the  eyelids  being  only  1*05  per 
cent.,  as  against  an  average  rate  of  over  half  as  much  more.  The 
total  amount  of  freedom  from  the  defects  classified  under  external 
eye  disease  was  at  the  satisfactory  rate  of  98*66  per  cent.,  and 
no  instance  of  corneal  opacity  was  recorded. 

( e )  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing.  The  rates  for  absence  of 
serious  ear  disease  and  for  normal  hearing  are  both  highly  satis- 
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factory,  and  amount  to  99*47  per  cent.,  and  99*77  per  cent, 
respectively.  There  is  no  record  of  any  obstruction  to  ear  passages, 
and  the  extent  of  otorrhoea  is  well  below  the  average  of  previous 
years.  No  child  was  recorded  as  being  deaf  and  dumb. 

(/)  Teeth.  The  proportion  of  children  with  sound  teeth 
varies  very  slightly  from  year  to  year,  and  in  the  year  1917  was 
no  more  than  34  67  per  cent.,  as  against  33*52  per  cent,  in  1916, 
35*80  per  cent,  in  1915,  and  31*71  per  cent,  in  1914.  No  case  of 
sepsis  was  noted,  but,  of  the  3,034  children  examined,  1,365  had 
dirty  teeth,  being  at  the  rate  of  44*99  per  cent.,  as  against  37*29 
per  cent,  in  1916,  and  45*0  per  cent,  in  1915. 


(g)  Deformity  and  Disease.  The  amount  of  deformity 
recorded  as  being  present  in  the  children  examined  during  1917 
is  only  D29  per  cent.,  as  against  1*5  per  cent,  in  1916.  This  rate 
is  well  below  the  average  of  previous  years,  and  may  be  regarded 
as  very  satisfactor}/.  I  regret  to  notice,  however,  that  the 
tendency  to  proportional  increase  in  observable  anaemia,  to  which 
I  drew  attention  in  the  report  for  1916,  shows  no  present  sign  of 
lessening,  the  rate  for  1917  being  3*79  per  cent.,  as  against  3*65 
per  cent,  in  1916.  On  the  other  hand,  the  rate,  for  organic  disease 
of  the  heart  and  circulation  was  less  high  and  the  total  freedom  from 
heart  disease  greater,  than  in  1916.  In  regard  to  pulmonary 
conditions,  the  proportion  of  cases  of  chronic  bronchitis  and 
bronchial  catarrh  was  distinctly  less  than  might  be  anticipated 
when  the  inclement  conditions  of  the  earlier  months  of  1917  are 
considered,  but  it  is  regrettable  to  find  that  the  proportion  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis — definite  and  suspected — was  considerably 
increased,  the  total  being  1*36  per  cent.,  as  against  0*60  per  cent, 
in  1916.  Under  the  heading  of  the  Nervous  System,  only  three 
cases  of  epilepsy  were  noted,  and  no  case  of  chorea  was  recorded, 
and  the  rate  of  freedom  from  disease  amounted  to  99*67  per  cent. 
Five  cases  of  rickets,  of  which  one  was  marked,  were  observed, 
and  17  cases  of  skin  disease,  of  which  4  were  ringworm. 


(h)  Speech.  In  regard  to  defective  articulation,  it  would 
appear  that  the  pains  taken  to  rectify  this  defect  are  meeting  with 
a  large  measure  of  success.  At  the  same  time,  it  must  not  be 
overlooked  that  the  calculations  made  for  the  year  1917  are  in 
respect  of  a  larger  number  of  “  Leavers  ”  and  fewer  “  Entrants  ” 
than  in  previous  years.  With  this  reservation,  it  may  be  stated 
that  the  rate  for  defective  articulation  in  1917  was  only  0*46  per 
cent.,  as  against  1  7  per  cent,  in  1916,  2 ‘78  per  cent,  in  1915, 
L76  per  cent,  in  1914,  2  04  per  cent,  in  1913,  2*4  per  cent,  in  1912,. 
and  5  0  per  cent,  in  1911. 

(i)  Mental  Condition.  The  proportion  of  dull  or  backward 
children  found  in  1917  was  3  per  cent,  of  those  examined,  which 
was  the  same  rate  as  for  the  preceding  year,  and  a  considerable 
improvement  when  compared  with  the  year  1915.  It  is  satis¬ 
factory,  moreover,  to  note  that  the  proportion  of  mentally  defective 
children  only  amounted  to  0T3  per  cent.,  as  against  0*32  per  cent, 
in  1916. 

(j)  Vision.  As  in  the  two  preceding  years,  “  Leavers''  only 
were  examined  in  1917  for  eyesight.  The  rate  for  normal  vision 
was  found  to  be  70*36  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  71  39  per  cent,  in 
1916,  and  as  against  67 ’27  percent,  and  67  02  percent,  respectively 
in  the  years  1915  and  1914.  The  rate  for  1917  may  be  considered 
therefore  as  a  satisfactory  one.  The  existence  of  squint  among 
the  “  Leavers  ”  was  more  marked  than  in  the  previous  three  years, 
amounting  to  0*92  per  cent.,  as  against  0*14  per  cent,  in  1916, 
0  42  per  cent,  in  1915,  and  0*59  per  cent,  in  1914.  There  was  no¬ 
case  of  total  blindness. 

Treatment  of  Defects.  The  following  Tables  IV.  and  V.  in 
respect  of  treatment  are  those  asked  for  by  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  are  submitted  now  in  place  of  the  tables  heretofore  presented 
by  me  in  previous  reports.  I  have  made,  however,  two  alter¬ 
ations  in  Table  IV.  which  seem  to  be  required  in  respect  of  this 
county,  viz.: — The  insertion  of  a  column  showing  the  number  of

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defects  in  scholars  who  left  the  county  without  leaving  record  as 
to  the  treatment  of  their  defects,  and  the  addition  of  the  words 
4‘  or  No  Information  ”  to  that  of  “  Unchanged  ”  in  the  third 
column  relating  to  Results  of  Treatment.  This  last  column  would 
have  a  remarkable  appearance  if  it  had  simply  seemed  to  record 
a  fact  of  441  defects  out  of  460  having  remained  unchanged  after 
treatment,  and  for  this  reason,  therefore,  the  record  of  no  informa¬ 
tion  thereon  has  been  added.  From  the  facts  recorded,  the 
percentage  of  defects  treated  appears  to  have  been  slightly  higher 
in  1917  than  in  previous  years,  but  it  can  hardly  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory  that  49.12  per  cent,  of  the  discovered  defects  should 
have  remained  untreated  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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Secondary  School  Inspections.  In  the  Kettering  and  Welling¬ 
borough  High  Schools,  there  were  105  girls  examined  ;  there  were 
also  34  re-examinations.  The  records  as  to  heights  and  weights 
are  shown  in  Table  VI.  at  the  end  of  this  report,  and  these  represent 
fair  average  conditions  ;  those  relating  to  vision  are  above  the 
average  in  respect  of  normal  vision,  which  amounted  to  8572  per 
cent.,  as  against  75-98  per  cent,  in  1916,  and  72*66  per  cent,  in 
1915.  With  regard  to  defects,  other  than  of  vision,  there  were  seven 
cases  of  anaemia  and  four  of  organic  disease  of  the  heart,  four  cases 
of  chronic  bronchitis  or  bronchial  catarrh,  one  of  deformity  and 
two  of  suspected  tuberculosis.  In  two  cases  there  were  much 
enlarged  tonsils,  and  in  three  nutrition  was  considered  to  be  below 
normal.  It  should  not  be  possible,  however,  to  record  that  in 
two  such  schools  there  were  seven  instances  of  uncleanliness  of 
the  head  (nits  only),  and  dirty  teeth  in  40  per  cent,  of  the  girls 
examined. 

In  respect  of  treatment,  the  parents  of  twenty-eight  girls  were 
written  to  regarding  defects  requiring  attention,  viz.: — Defective 
or  carious  teeth,  19  ;  defective  vision,  4  ;  tonsils  or  adenoids,  3  ; 
anaemia,  2.  As  the  result  of  such  action,  teeth  were  extracted 
in  13  cases,  spectacles  provided  in  3  cases,  operations  performed 
for  the  nose  and  throat  in  2  cases,  and  treatment  for  anaemia 
obtained  privately  in  2  cases.
